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To save funds 


Stewart amends 
budget spending 


An amended spending plan for 
Romulus last six months of fiscal 
1975-76 has tieen presented to the 
Komulus City Council 

Mavor James C Stewart has 
presented the council with his 
amended budget which shows a 
• bottom line” reduction of $83,578 
from the budget he inherited from 
Mayor Terry L. Troutt 

In his amended budget, Stewart 
proposed total expenditures of 
$4,451,331 as compared to proposed 
expenditures of $4,534,909 in the 
Troutt budget prepared six months 
prior to the amendment. 

Some major reductions were 


proposed in the area of the com- 
munity assistance program where a 
secretary earning $10,750 was 
eliminated from the budget, and in 
the Department of Responsive 
Government, where the director and 
assistant director’s positions were 
eliminated with a savings of more 
than $30,000. 

In his message to the council, 
Stewart said the city is saddled with 
some unanticipated costs, including 
$50,000 for the urban renewal 
, program which the community had 
been informed could be delayed, 
$26,000 for unemployment com- 
pensation for employees released by 


Stewart since he took office, and an 
undetermined amount of money for 
an increase in the Wayne County 
Sheriffs contract with the city. 

Under a new state law, employees 
released from service with a city are 
eligible to claim unemployment 
compensation, and the city is 
required to pay into the state 
unemployment compensation fund 
to cover the costs of the benefits. 

Despite the “bottom line” 
reduction of $83,578, Stewart 
estimates he has saved the city 
more money. 

‘Td say the total savings is in the 
area of $200,000 by removing the 
deadwood from the City Hall,” 


Stewart said. “Where the money 
doesn’t show is in the unbudgeted 
expenses which I came across 
during my budget review. 

“Faying these bills will require 
the spending of some of those 
savings.” 

Despite the re-arrangement of the 
budget in his proposal, Stewart said 
it does not represent his plan for city 
development and growth 

“I have many items in the budget 
which cannot be changed in the 
middle of the fiscal year,” the 
mayor added. “But come next fiscal 
year, I’ll have control over all funds, 
will be able to order priorities as I 
see them.” 


1976: District to face

Most of the news in the Romulus 
Community School District during 
the past year will continue making 
news in the district this year. 

Contract talks, money problems 
and new construction are expected 
to continue into the Bicentennial 
year. 

Highlighting the news during 1975 
was the Romulus Education 
Association teacher negotiations, 
with a contract which expired Aug. 
31, but was contiiued into 1976 to 
allow time for third-party mediation 
of the dispute 

The teachers agreed to go back to 
work early in September after last

minute marathon bargaining did 
little more than prove just how far 
apart the two sides remained after 
the beginning of discussion in the 
summer. 

Teachers accused the Romulus 
Board of Education negotiators with 
some trickery when they were told a 
“substantial change” in the board’s 
stand would come if the teachers 


returned to work under the old 
contract. They learned that the 
board wanted to re-arrange money 
figureswithin the economic package 
the teachers had turned down. 

The teachers took a strike vote 
and could have walked off the job 
any day when both sides agreed to 
go to non-binding fact mediation and 
then to non-binding fact finding. 


Canejo finds reaction 
isn't 'overwhelming' 


The mayor-pro-tem of Romulus 
hasn't been overwhelmed with the 
public's concern for continuing a 
fight against expansion of Detroit 
Metropolitan Airport. 

Gervazio (Jerry) Canejo said he 
has received only three phone calls 
from interested citizens after an- 
nouncing three weeks ago he was 
“on the fence,” but leaning toward 
turning down an appropriation to 
continue a fight with the Wayne 
County Road Commission (WCRC) 
over the construction of a $33 million 
instrumented runway. 

“Right now I have no intention of 
announcing what I intend to do on 
the question,” Canejo said “But 
there weren't too many people who 
appeared to be interested in the 
thing by the number of calls I 
received.” 

Canejo had put out a request 
through The Romulus Roman to 
have interested citizens*, and 
members of other communities w f ho 
may suffer with increased airport 
activity on the new runway, to call 
the office of Romulus Mayor James 
C. Stewart as a means of showing 
their concern for the runway 

At a recent meeting of the 
Romulus City Council, a spokesman 
for an informal group of Romulus 
residents urged the City Council to 
drop consideration of continuing the 
battle 

At issue is an appeal of U S 
District Court Judge Cornelia J 
Kennedy’s decision to allow con- 
struction of the 12,000-foot runway 
running roughly from the Middle 


Belt - Goddard corner of the airport 
to a point on Eureka midway bet- 
ween Middle Belt and Wayne roads. 

Judge Kennedy had ruled on the 
eve bf the Romulus election last 
November that the WCRC had the 
right to continue construction of the 
runway with the use of some $15 
million in federal funds because the 
county transportation agency had 
met all requirements of a federal 
environmental protection act by 
preparing an amendment to an

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earlier impact assessment 
statement filed on the construction. 

Under the terms of the act, the 
WCRC and the Federal Aviation 
Administration (FA A), which is co- 
sponsors of the runway project, 
were required to project possible 
damage to the environment of 
Romulus and surrounding com- 
munities which could be caused by 
the construction of the runway. 

Attorney Jerrold Fadem, w ho had 
argued the original case before 
Judge Kennedy, has urged the City 
Council to continue the fight through 
an appeal to the US. Sixth Circuit 
Court of Appeals in Cincinnati, Ohio. 

Canejo had expressed concern, 
prior to the meeting with Fadem. 
that communities who also may 
suffer with the construction of the 
runway, such as Taylor and Huron 
Towmship, w ould not join in the suit 

A contingent of Romulus citizens 
lead by former area resident Fouad 
Berry had urged continuation of the 
suit against airport expansion. 

Berry said although he no longer 
lives in the pathway of the runway, 
he believes the fight should be 
continued 

Likewise, he is urging citizens of 
the community to consider joining a 
separate suit against the airport to 
claim damages to property 
surrounding the transportation 
center 

Members of the City Council, who 
have argued against continuing the 
expansion suit, are urging citizens to 
back the damage suit. 

'The city could not spend money to 
secure an attorney for the individual 
residents’ damage suit. 


Th* deputing parties r. re in the/ 

tact nnding process, and are at odds 
over what they will do if thi 
procedure does not produce grounds 
for settlement. 

Teacher union spokesmen in- 
dicated they were agreeable to 
binding arbitration in the matter, 
however spokesmen for the board 
indicated they did not like any third- 
party binding the board to an 
agreement. 

Clouding any settlement were 
direct and indirect state aid cuts to 
the schools budgets which dictated a 
cut in all but essential services and 
purchases before considering 
personnel cuts. 

Direct state aid payments to the 
district were cut in excess of 
$180,000 in two steps during the year, 
and the district fears yet another 
direct cut. 

At the same time, state aid 
payments to the Wayne County 
Intermediate School District, which 
in turn w ere sent to individual school 
districts to finance special education 
programs, were cut. 

Administrators still are wrestling 
with a means to make cuts to 
compensate for the loss while an- 
ticipating yet another state aid cut 
because of the sagging state 
economy. 

While the district was wrestling 
with the contract talks and the aid 
cutbacks, the union representing 
teaching aides announced it was 
opening contract talks, but indicated 
it wou|d wait to discuss a contract 
until after the teacher contract is 
settled. 

While money and contract 
problems haunted school officials, 
new- construction also boomed in the 
district, with one new school opened 
during the past year and two more 
scheduled for opening this fall. 

Opened w ; as the Wick Road 
Elementary School, near Wick and 
Ozga roads. 

Two more schools, the new- South 
Junior High School, near the Wick 
Road school and a new elementary 
school near the city’s Meadows 
Subdivision, are expected to be 
completed and opened this year. 

The three schools were built with 
the funds from a multi-million dollar 
bond issue approved by the voters 
three years ago 

The money problems, coupled 
with extra costs brought on by 
opening 40 new elementary and 
another 40 junior high school 
classrooms during 1975-76 bring an 
omen to district residents that taxes 
will rise. 

Romulus School Supt James 
Garfield said as much during an 
interview just before the end of 1975 
when he said the detrict “may have 
to look toward millage” to finance 
the openings of the new schools, and 
the new hirings they will require and 
to compensate for what is expected 
to be long-term state aid cuts.

Stewart: Suit 
over airport 
wastes funds 


The mayor of Romulus believes it 
w'ill be a waste of tax funds to con- 
tinue the fight over extending a 
runway at Detroit Metropolitan 
Airport 

“It’s a case of one taxing agency 
fighting another with the same 
people’s money,” James C. Stewart 
said “If the city and the schools 
agree to enter into an appeal of the 
decision allowing the runway con- 
struction to proceed, it would be city 
and school money fighting county, 
state and federal money in the 
courts. 

“And the county, state and federal 
money all comes from the same 
taxpayers who pay city and school 
taxes.” 

Stewart added that his philosophy 
is to get along as best possible with 
the airport 

“It’s not going away, so we should 
learn to live with it,” the mayor 
said “I don’t believe construction of 
the new- runway will be a damage to 
the community' 

“I’ve lived at the end of the 
existing runway for 20 years, and the 
overflights don’t bother me. 

“It may be a problem to some 
people's emotional or mental well- 
being. but the runway doen’t hurt 
the community 

“If individuals have emotional or 
mental problems because of the 
runway, it’s up to them to take care 
of those problems, and sue” 

Despite his feelings on pressing 
the suit, the mayor said he was 


undecided whether he’d use his veto 
power to turn down a council 
decision to continue an appeal. 

“All I know is since The Romulus 
Roman suggested people call the 
mayor’s office with their opinion on 
the suit, only three have called, and 
all were against continuing the suit 
as too costly,” Stewart continued. 
“That doesn’t seem to be great 
public support for the suit.” 

The mayor said he would en- 
courage citizens of the community to 
pursue a class-action to recover 
damages from the problems caused 
by the airport, “but that would not 
be with taxpayers’ money” 

“The city can only discuss ob- 
taining some sort of settlement from 
the Wayne County Road Com- 
mission for the loss of taxing power 
and utilities through runway ex- 
pansion,” Stewart said. “It can’t put 
money into a suit asking for 
damages for individual ^citizens.” 

A decision will have to be made on 
filing an appeal on U S District 
Court Judge Cornelia J Kennedy’s 
ruling to allow runway construction 
to continue within the month, ac- 
cording to Romulus City Council 
President Gervazio < Jerry i Canejo 

Cost of the appeal, in the estimate 
of attorney Jeivold Fadem who 
handled the original case before 
Judge Kennedy, would be between 
$10,000 and SU^Otf), depending on the 
cost of briefs and transcripts from 
the case

Stewart readies for tax loss 


Looking toward July at Christ- 
mastime isn’t common. 

But Romulus Mayor James C. 
Stewart is forced to do just that in an 
effort to plan against what he thinks 
could be a disastrous cut in city 
income next summer. 

That's when the 4-mill tax levy 
which had been included in the city’s 
general fund taxing power will have 
to be removed and placed back 
where it came from — paying the 
city’s sewer bond retirement debt. 

"I questioned the practice of 
transferring the millage from one 
fund to another at the time,” 
Stewart said. "But I was outvoted on 
the council when the last ad- 
ministration proposed it during the 
past tw.o years. 

“Now I’ll have to figure out what 


will haoDen when the four mills has 
to be transferred back.” 

Under the Terry L. Troutt ad- 
ministration, taxes remained at the 
same 12-mill level they had been at 
since Romulus was incorporated, 
but a portion of that millage — the 
sewer debt retirement was placed in 
the city’s general fund. 

The transfer could be made since 
the tax levy did not exceed the city’s 
allowable operating fund millage 
levy limit. But Stewart called the 
practice “questionable” because it 
depleated the city’s surplus in the 
sewer debt retirement fund. 

“During the past years after the 
sewer millage was approved by the 
voters, it had been the attitude of the 
legislative body in the city that the 
surplus be accumulated to insure 


that the bonds for water and sewer 
construction could be paid early,” 
Stewart said. “But those surplus 
funds were spent to cover the debt 


during the past two years, and now 
that they have run out, the millage 
will have to be reinstated to make up 
the payments.”

BACKGROUND 

U.S. Department of Housjng and Urban Development (HUD) is being asked 
to renew its Community Development Block Grant to City of Romulus for 
another year. The primary objective of this program is “the development of 
viable urban communities, including decent housing and a suitable living 
environment and including decent housing and a suitable living en- 
vironment and expanding economic opportunities, principally for persons of 
low and moderate income.” The program consolidates several previous 
HUD programs, and is directed toward such objectives as: 

—elimination of slums and blight 

—elimination of health, safety, and welfare hazards. 

—conservation of housing 
—more housing. 

—expansion and improvement of community services. 

—a more rational utilization of land and other natural resources, 
—reduction in isolation of income groups 
—restoration and preservation of historic properties. 

To meet these objectives, certain activities are allowed Some examples 
are:

—certain public works and facilities projects 
—rehabilitation projects 

—preparing comprehensive community development plans 
Some activities are not allowed For example, facilities for which the funds 
cannot be used include 

—government offices (including courthouses). 

—stadiums and sports arenas. 

—schools. 

—transportation depots. 

—hospitals and nursing homes 
PUBLIC HEARINGS 

Prior to submission of an application, the City is required by the Federal 
regulations governing this program to have: 

(1) “Provided citizens with adequate information concerning the 
amount of funds available .. the range of activities that may be undertaken, 
and other important program requirements.” 

(2) “Held at least two public hearings...” 

(3) “Provided citizens an adequate opportunity to participate in the 
development of the application and in .. any revisions, changes, or amend- 
ments.” 

However, 

“the citizen participation requirements do not include concurrence by 
any person or group involved in the citizen participation process in making 
final determinations concerning the findings and contents of the application. 
The sole responsibility and authority to make such final determination rests 
exclusively with City of Romulus “

BOARD RESOLUTION -WATER RATE INCREASE 

WHEREAS, the City of Detroit Charter (Chapter 15, Section 7-1502) provides 
that the Board of Water Commissioners shall periodically establish 
equitable rates to be paid: (a) by the owner or occupant of each house or 
building using water drainage, or sewerage services; and (b) by any person, 
municipality, or public or private agency making a wholesale purchase of 
water, drainage or sewerage services from the City, and 
WHEREAS, the Board has entered into Water Service Agreements with 
suburban communities to supply water from the water system of the City of 
Detroit at such rates as the Board may establish from time to time, 
providing such rates shall alwavs be reasonable in relation to the costs in- 
curred by the board for the services provided; furthermore, the Board shall 
give one hundred twenty (120) days notice of any change in tne rates ana 
such notices shall be in writing, and 

WHEREAS, the Board has adopted a policy whereby proposed changes in 
rates will be deferred for sixty (60) days to permit public hearings on the 
nrooosed rate changes, and 

WHEREAS, the Water and Sewerage Department of the City of Detroit staff 
personnel have devised schedules of rates and charges which may be ex- 
pected to produce sufficient revenues to meet the operating and capital 
funding requirements as presently projected for the next five years, and 
that such schedules are increased approximately 39 percent over existing 
schedules, provided that said schedule of rates and charges are to be ef- 
fective on all bills rendered on or after May 1 , 1976. 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED that the Board of Water Com- 
missioners approves the rates and charges shown in the accompanying 
schedules, such rates and charges being approximately 39 percent increased 
from existing schedules and does hereby fix and cause to be assessed such 
rates and charges as are shown therein; and such rates and charges shall be 
effective on all bills rendered on or after May 1, 1976; and that one hundred 
twenty (120) days notice shall be given to all suburban customers as 
provided in the Water Service Agreements; and that the sixty (60) day 
period of public hearings be included in this one hundred twenty (120) day 
period

The service rendered under this Rate Schedule is an average area rate 
which provides variable demand (maximum hour) service including all 
related Pumping and Transportation costs. 

Summary - Water Rate Review 

The Detroit Water and Sewerage Department (DWSD) practices a policy of 
setting rates at such levels that frequent adjustments are not required. This 
policy, however, is based on the fact that lower unit costs associated with the 
growth of the Regional Water System have been able to offset the effects of a 
modest rate of inflation. 

Unfortunately, the unprecedented rate of inflation which has occurred since 
the last rate adjustment (November, 1972) has far outdistanced the 
provisions for growth and inflation 

Since 1972 the cost of electric power has increased 159 percent, wages have 
gone up 39 percent and chemicals used in water purification such as alum 
chlorine have increased in cost by 38 percent and 82 percent respectively. 

The inflationary spiral is reflected in continuing increased operating ex- 
penses and can be seen by comparing past and projected expenses. Between 
the fiscal years Ending June 30, 1972 and June 30, 1976 it is estimated that 
operating expenses will increase from $22.7 million to $35 7 million, an in- 
crease of 57 percent. Estimates show that operating expenses for the fiscal 
year ending June 30, 1981 will be $53 6 million, an increase of 136 percent over 
the June 30, 1972 figure. Although the rampant inflation we have witnessed 
during the past several years may ease up a bit, provisions in the rate must 
still consider this factor. 

DWSD plans to invest over $130.9 million over the next five and one-half 
years towards capital improvements. Of this amount approximately $36.7 
million will go towards construction of Metro area transmission and re- 
pumping facilities. About $10 million will be used towards increasing the 
output of the newly constructed and recently operational Lake Huron Water 
Treatment facility This will double the output of that plant from 200 million 
gallons per day to 400 million gallons per day. Amother $25.6 million will be 
used to improve, renovate and replace obsolete distribution, transmission 
and water treatment facilities in the existing system. City of Detroit retail 
customers will be provided with outside reading devices which will improve 
theoverali efficiency of the billing system. The estimated cost of $13 million 
will be collected as a separate charge to those users. $2 million will be 
directed towards the installation of computer systems which will increase 
the overall efficiency of the Department. 

The Detroit Water and Sewerage Department has reviewed its financial 
position in light of the above and has found that a general rate increase of 
approximately 39 percent on all bills rendered on or after May 1, 1976 will be 
required This increase will insure the continuation of the high water quality 
standards DWSD’s customers have come to expect.

The “new wave” of bankings 
future has been installed at the 
Lakewood Center branch office of 
the National Bank of Detroit ( NBD) 

A 24-hour Banker, an automatic 
machine which handles virtually 
every routine banking transaction, 
including a print-out of a balance 
tally in any customer’s bank ac- 
count, has been in operation since 
the end of the year 
“It provides the improved service 
we always strive for,” said Jerry 
Krause, branch manager. “The 
tellers are all enthused with the 
installation because it offers them a 
better opportunity to seek a 
customer’s needs.” 

According to Douglas Jewett, a 
product development manager in 
the National Bank of Detroit’s 
marketing section, the $45,000 
machine is designed to take the 
pressure off of customers who may 
not be able to conduct regular 
transactions during normal banking 
hours. 

“The machine is available 24 
hours a day, seven days a week to 
either take deposits or dispense up to 
$200 in cash during aqy one day,” 
Jewett said. “It’s well-lighted to 
insure the safety of the customers 
and handles a number of trans- 
actions which customers use most 
frequently.” 

Included in the listing of services 
are checking and savings account 
deposits, bill payments for utilities, 
charge cards and loans, cash with- 
drawals from checking and banking 
accounts and cash advances from 
charge accounts. 

“The banker is hooked into a 
central computer for all NBD 
branches and can provide up-to-the- 
minute information on the status of 
each account,” Jewett said. “It 
insures that all transactions are 
recorded immediately.” 

The Lakewood Center machine is 
the only one of its type for NBD 

branches in the area 

The next nearest machine is in 

Ann Arbor. 

Customers of the bank who wish to 
have the convenience of the 24-hour 
banker need a^special identification 
card which contains listings of ac- 


counts and a personalized banking 
number 

A customer wishing to make a 
transaction need only punch his 
personal number into the machine to 
activate the process 

The only limit on cash with- 
drawals is in the customer’s bank 
account or checking account 
balance and a $200 per day limit 


placed on each customer by the 
bank. 

The $200 total limit is enforced in 
the NBD system through the com- 
puter network 

There is no limit on the amount of 
deposits. 

A special “fail safe” procedure 
offers customers protection of their 
accounts.

Law will take rights 


To the editor: The “do-gooders” 
appear eager to disarm law-abiding 
citizens. They plan to deprive them 
o( a means of self defense. They 
want no force used in defending 
property, homes and families 
against criminals. 

People who want to take guns 
away from the law-abiding can’t 
tolerate mandatory penalties for the 
criminal use of a gun in burglaries, 
robbery, rape and so forth. They 
want no misfortune to befall the 
criminals. 

Now a “Prowler Bill” has been 
introduced before Congress. In my 
opinion it's one of the most freedom 
taking bills ever presented. The 
House is expected to take up for its 
consideration a proposed revision of 
the Federal Criminal Code which 
would make it a federal crime for a 


citizen to shoot a nighttime prowler 
in his own home 

That piece of legislation should 
make the criminal element cheer as 
much as they do when our do- 
gooders want to disarm the . law- 
abiding public 

The “Prowler Bill” actually is 
contained in Part 1, Sub Chapter E, 
Section 542 and 543 of S.l, The 
Criminal Justice Reform Act of 1975. 
This bill is part of the insidious 
overall effort to deprive the 
American citizen of his Con- 
stitutional, God-given right to own 
firearms 

This bill would make certain that 
if a citizen actually uses a gun to 
protect himself and his loved ones, 
that he goes to jail for doing so. This 
is worse ttan “funny.” It’s absolute 
and total lunacy. 


There is a provision in the 
proposed Criminal Justice Reform 
Act of 1975 which states that a citizen 
in his or her home can be convicted 
of murdering a criminal unless that 
person was positive that “deadly 
force” was reasonably required to 
protect “himself or his family ” from 
risk of death or serious bodily in- 
jury.” 

Under this bill no person would be 
legally permitted to use “deadly 
force” to stop a burglar from 
stealing personal property such as 
jewelry, money, television sets, or 
from damaging the house. 

Incredibly, the proposed change 
states further that the innocent 
resident can be convicted if he or she 
had the chance of retreating to 
another part of the house with 
complete safety to himself and 
others before shooting at the 
criminal who has assaulted the 
home. Imagine that! 

This isn’t tunny. That type of 
thinking already is being practiced 
by some judges who practice 
leniency towards the criminals. 

Disarming the average citizen or 
prohibiting him from defending 
himself as the proposed Criminal 
Justice Reform Act of 1975 would be 
to the advantage of no one except the 
criminal. 

What deters a criminal is fear of 
getting caught and punished and 
fear of being hurt or wounded during 
the commission of the crime. 
Criminals must have a strong lobby 
to keep having legislation in- 
troduced that would disarm their 
victims or make the victims 
criminally liable if they use a 
firearm to defend their property and 
their family. 

Imagine a law that says the victim 
has to retreat and run away while 
the criminal does his thing.

Democratic legislators disagreed 
After the election they made a $300 
million “adjustment” in the budget 


and tor the new year they have cut 
$450 million out of the initial budget. 

—“Pick on someone your own 
size” Category : The Senate rejected 
only one gubernatorial appointment 
all year, that of Thomas Korpi, a 
former seminarian and top student 
at Michigan Tech to the MTU board. 
He had nearly unanimous support 
from the school and the area with 
one exception — Sen. Joseph Mack 
of Ironwood. Korpi had asked some 
embarrassing questions about a 
friend of Mack’s at the school and if 
there’s one thing senators won’t put 
up with it’s embarrassing questions. 

—“At least they tried” Category: 
Members of the Legislature and the 
governor fought back and forth for 
months to come up with a bill to 
change the law governing teachers’ 
strikes. Finally, the Legislature 
passed a bill the governor had 
promised to veto, he vetoed it, and 
things are the same as they were 
before it all started. 

*i know what my constituents 
want” Category Upper Peninsula 
legislators talked for much of the 
year about a new drive for statehood 
for the U P., saying the people 
wanted it. Then special elections in

Naturally you 
study price tags on merchandise, 
but are you as careful to ask doctor, 
lawyer, tinker, tailor or TV 
repairman "How much?” This 
simple question can save you untold 
embarrassment; it can also save 
money. By demonstrating that you 
are not careless with your dollars, 
you sometimes get a lower price. 
Professional men are usually glad to 
"clear the air” with a frank 
discussion of fees. Often their time 
and special knowledge cost more 
than the average person would 
estimate. Some of these men will 
lower fees for people who can’t 
afford the usual rate, but determine 
this before, not after, the service is 
rendered. 

3. Ever put off “expensive” home 
repairs? A casual attitude toward 
home maintenance can really cost. 
Not only do little repairs become big 
ones, but experts have estimated 
that if you allow your home to 
deteriorate one thousand dollars 
worth, you will lose twice that much 
on its resale price! Often, as in the 
case of so simple a thing as a kitchen 
sink, one that is chipped and in need 
of replacement simply makes the 
entire room look shabby and brings 
a lower resale price. Replace it with 
a new model for extra durability; 
kitchen sinks that are rugged and 
long lasting are made of stainless 
steel. 

4. Do you save as much as you can 
whenever you can or put small 
amounts in the bank each week?

furniture? Try (b) for thrift. Since 
you must have chairs and sofas, and 
they get so much wear and tear, 
they’re a poor choice for economy. 
You don’t have to have carpeting; 
choose a fine area rug over 
mediocre carpet any day. Or leave 
handsome flooring bare — it’s very 
fashionable! Opulent draperies are 
a luxury; substitute some of those 
colorful new window shades and 
blinds. Outdoor furniture is im- 
portant because it’s constantly on 
view, and because it adds comfort to 
your leisure hours. Why not spend a 
bit more and avoid future 
replacements? 

7. Would you walk blocks — or 
drive miles — to get a better deal in 
a store?

Cars from the Harr ah Collection, 
the historical painting and the 
display under one roof of more than 
250 new domestic and imported 76 
models support the theme of the 
show, which the Detroit Auto 
Dealers Association (DADA), 
sponsor of the event, is calling “The 
Great Cars ... Today’s Hits, 
Yesterday’s Dreams ” It will be at 
Cobo Hall Saturday though Jan. 18. 

According to Jerry Bielfield and 
Hugh McVeigh, Detroit auto dealers 
and co-chairmen of the 1976 Auto 
Show, the cars from the Harrah 
Collection will be displayed in a 
special theme center area. 

On display will be the first Bugatti 
ever built. The 1908 classic will be 
surrounded by a 1937 Airomobile 
Sedan, a 1938 Phantom Corsair, and 
a 1925 Julian Sport Coupe. 



Also on display in the theme 
center for the entire nine days of the 
show will be a 5 by 12-foot painting 
depicting the history of the 
American automobile industry. 
Currently in process of completion 
by artist Robert 'Hiom, the painting 
will be unveiled on Saturday at 
grand opening ceremonies, 
scheduled for 12 p.m. 

The painting will consist of both 
American cars and automotive 
personalities, who, in the judgment 
of automotive historians, have 
contributed significantly to the 
advancement of the automobile 
igdustry. Following its exhibition at 
thw show, the painting will be 
donated by the DADA to the 
National Automotive History 
Collection of the Detroit Public 
Library. 

The focal point of the show once 
again will be the new car displays, 
featuring more than 250 domestic 


and imported 1976s, all sporting the 
auto industry's latest ad- 
vancements. Halls A, B and C in 
Cobo Hall will have exhibits filled 
with those cars. 

A portion of Hall C will be set aside 
for the display of recreational 
vehicles, manufactured by 
American Motors, Chevrolet, Dodge 
and Ford. Many of these vehicles 
will be open for inspection by out- 
door recreation and camping en- 
thusiasts. 

For the second consecutive year, 
the Michigan Lottery will play a 
very active role in the Auto Show. 

On Monday the Lottery Bureau 
will conduct its $1 miDion drawing in 
Hall C. Additionally, there will be a 
daily drawing from among lottery 
forms deposited each day by lottery 
ticket purchasers in special 
receptacles, located in Auto Show. 

With the exception of next Wed- 
nesday, each daily winner will 


receive a new car certificate worth 
$5,000 from the Lottery Bureau, 
which can only be used toward the 
purchase of a new domestic auto- 
mobile of whatever make the winner 
selects. 

Next Wednesday the winner of 
that day’s drawing will be able to 
select his choice from among the 
domestic cars on display at' the 
show. The show management will 
contribute up to $10,000 toward the 
price of whatever model the winner 
chooses. The winner will receive a 
duplicate of the car selected. 

In addition to these prizes, 10 free 
annual Michigan Lottery- sub- 
scription books will be awarded to 
lucky ticket holderseach night of the 
show. 

Auctions for five new 1976 
automobiles will be held Tuesday 
through Jan. 17. The auction lineup 
includes a Chevrolet Chevette, 
Plymouth Volare, Mustang II 
Stallion, American Motors’ Pacer 
and a Triumph TR-7. 

Show hours are 12 to 11 p.m., 
Saturday and Sunday, 2 to 10 p.m., 
Monday through next Thursday, 2 to 
11 p.m. Jan. 16: 12 to 12 p.m. Jan. 17 
and 18.

Films trace America's history 
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With the start of America’s 
Bicentennial year, the Famous 
Early Movies Series at Henry Ford 
Museum inaugurates a year-long 
film salute to our nation’s past. The 
series, titled “America — Its 
History and Life on Film,” opens 
Sunday. 

On selected Sunday afternoons 
through November 1976, the series 
will present 19 films highlighting 
historical events. The first six, to be 
shown in January and February, 
portray America’s early years from 
colonization through John Brown’s 
raid on Harper’s Ferry. 

The Sunday presentation, “The 
Howards of Virginia,” centers on the 
marriage of a Virginia back- 
woodsman (Cary Grant) and the 
daughter of Tidewater aristrocrats 
(Martha Scott). When the colonies 
rebel against England, the two are 
torn by divergent bonds in this 1940 
re-creation of life before and during 


the Revolution. 

A silent film comes to the museum 
screenonJan. 18. “America,” made 
in 1924, nearly covers the entire 
scope of the American Revolution 
from Paul Revere’s ride through the 
battles of Lexington and Concord — 
and beyond. Lionel Barrymore and 
Carol Dempster star. 

Lewis and Clark's wilderness trek 
across North America is the subject 
of “Far Horizons,” the Feb. 1 
presentation. Fred MacMurray and 
Charlton Heston portray the two 
explorers in this 1955 production 
which also stars Donna Reed as 
their Indian guide. 

Yul Brynner, Charlton Heston and 
Clair Bloom highlight the cast in 
“The Buccanneer” on Feb. 8. 
Focusing on the Battle of New 
Orleans in the War of 1812, this 1958 
epic dramatizes how much Gen. 
Andrew Jackson relied on the help of 
the pirate Jean Lafitte. 


Winding up the winter program on 
Feb. 15 is “Seven Angry Men.” In 
this 1955 film starring Raymond 
Massey, the saga of John Brown’s 
insurrectionist uprising at Harper’s 
Ferry, Va., unfolds for movie 
viewers. 

The Bicentennial series resumes 
again on April 4 with the discovery 
of gold in California and continues 
through the winning of the West. 
Following a summer hiatus, 
“America — Its History and Life on 
Film,” re-opens in September at 
about the turn of the century. 
Subsequent films tackle the Roaring 
’20s, the Depression years and World 
War IL 

Famous Early Movies are 
presented in the Henry Ford 
Museum Theater at 2 and 4 p.m. 
Sunday with the exception of 
“America” on January 18. Because 
of its length, it will^oe shown at 2 
p.m. only.

Detroit Symphony Orchestra 
Music Director Aldo Ceccato returns 
from Eifrope this week to lead the 
musicians in its first concerts of the 
New Year tomorrow and Saturday 
at Ford Auditorium. Soloist for the 
concerts will be Greek pianist Gina 
Bachauer, making her ninth ap- 
pearance with the DSO since 1954. 

The concerts tomorrow and 
Saturday will begin at 8:30 p.m.; 
Friday’s concert, a coffee concert, 
will begin at 10:45 a.m., to be 
preceded by a short fashion show of 
sportswear at 10:15 a.m. 

The program for the concerts, 
which will be repeated at Hill 
Auditorium in Ann Arbor at 2:30 


p.m. Jan. 11 consists of two works by 
Beethoven — the Third Piano 
Concerto and the Third Symphony, 
“Eroica.” 

Ceccato last conducted the DSO in 
September and since then has 
traveled to Hamburg, where he is 
Music Director of the Hamburg 
Philharmonic, to conduct a new 
production of Mozart’s “Cosi fan 
tutte.” He is scheduled to conduct all 
DSO subscription concerts in 
January, and a gain from mid-March 
through April. 

MissBachauer last appeared with 
the DSO, under Aldo Ceccato, in the 
spring of 1974. Bom in Athens, Miss 
Bachauer studied with Cortot and 


Rachmaninoff and made her New 
York debut in 1950. 

Beethoven’s Third Piano Concerto 
(1800) and Third Symphony (1804) 
both date from his “middle period,” 
just when he became aware ofrhis 
growing deafness. Both represent 
important new directions in musical 
form, length, and sonority and are 
hailed as landmarks of the sym- 
phonic repertory.

Call 961-0700 for information. A 
limited number of tickets for 
students and senior citizens are 
available at the Box Office from 8 
p.m. Thursday and Saturday nights.
